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In his learned introduction to the 
Brahmasiddhi of Mandana Misra pub- 
lished in the Madras Government Oriental 
Mss. Library Series, Mahamahopadhyaya 
Professor S, Kuppuswami Saslriar has 
argued in detail that (1) Mandana Misra, 
the author of Brahma Siddhi is not identi 
cal with Suresvara, the author of the 
Naiskarmya Siddhi and Brhadaranyaka 
vartika and (2) the Grhasthasrama name 
of the Sannyasin, Suresvara, is Visvarupa 
and not Mandana Misra. We have, in 
this connection, examined the more im- 
portant Sankara Vijayas that are available 
jn print or in manuscript (For Lilt see end 
s. s. II. ri. i 


of the article), From the point of view of 
the narration of the major incidents in Sri 
Sankaracarya s life these Sankaravijayas 
fall into two main currents : — 

(1) that represented by Cidvilasa, 
Anantanandagiri and Valhsahaya, fluid 
(2) the other represented by Vyasachala, 
Rajacudamani, Kasi Laksmana Sa£ri 
(author of the Gunivamsa), Govindanatha, 
and Madhava, the pupil of Mahesvara 
(but who generally is mistakenly identified 
with the famous Vidyaranya and who 
refers to himself as Navakalidasa). 

1 , Cidvilasa, the author of Sankara 
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Viiaya Vilasa, belongs to the circle of Sankara and Mandana Misra at Kashmir 


pupils who gathered round Sankara during 
his life- time His work is m the form of 
a dialogue between himself and lus pupil 
Vqnanakanda, both of whom ate referred 
to as pupils of Sankara by Anantananda- 
gin and Vallisaha} a as well. The colo- 
phons appended to the printed edition of 
Cidvilasa’s work (which agree with the 
fn ha Office Mss.) also make out Gdvihva 
as belonging to the circle of pupils San- 
kara had during his life- time The wo^k 

must have been composed after Sankara's 
death. The work bears diitmcft marks 
of a genuine biography by a devoted pupil 
and nothing historically inconsistent or 
lepugnant from any other point of view 
is contained m the work. The mnn 
features of the work are (1) the investing 
with the sacred thread (Upana>ana) of 
Sank m a by bn own father, (2) KumaniTs 
request to Sankara to meet his pupil 
Mandana Misra m Kashmir. (3) Mar- 
dana Misra ’s wite is Ayled Rasavam and 
not Ubhayabhaiati, \4) Sankara's compel- 
ling Rasavam also to hold a dialogs with 
fum to alike hei giu» him the title ot 
Saivajna, (5) the establishment of Kamik-i 
and Sri Cakra at Kanci and the ascension 
of Sarvajna pitha at Kanci after defeating 
all oDDosrtiomfls, (6) the darling of the 
Digvijaya from Kanci ending it at Badari- 
kasrama from where he left off the 
mundane plane in the company of 
Dattatreya, 

Cidvilasa mentions ihe meeting of 


and states the defeat of Mandana and his 
consequential assumption of Sannyasa in 
the following terms: — (Ch, 18, SI. 45 
6c 46; 

It is thus clear that as far as Cidvilasa is 
concerned, Surcsvaracarya’s grhasthaname 
is Mandana Misra, 

2. Anantanandagin, who quotes (Pr. 
47) from Vidyaranya’s Adhikaianamala 
and as such muft be later than the Nth 
century, agrees in the main with Cidvilasa 
and describes in detail Sankara’s meeting 
with Mandana Misra in Prakarana 55 
and the following. Anantanandagin also 
definitely ^ates Mandana Misra as the 
giliaflha name, Rasavani the name of 
Mandana Misra’s wife an J Suresvara as 
the Ssnnyasa name. In all these respedts 
Vallisahava ^Circa 1770 A, D.) agrees 
with AnanLnaadagiri and Cidvilasa, AH 
these three writers do not make any 
mention of Sures\ara’s Grha&ha name as 
Visvarupa, noi do they refer to him as 
Vu>\arupa m any context 

( 3 } Vyasacald, the 54th Pontiff, who 
occupied the Kanci Pitha from 1497- 
1506 is chronologically probably the 
third writer of a Sankara Vijaya. He is 
referred to as “sjjreR^'PfT^sr^R.” in the 
Punyasiokamanjari composed by Sarvajna 
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Sadasiva who was Pontiff at Kanci from 
1523 to 1539 A. D. The chief points 
of difference in Vyasacala’s work are — (I) 
the demise of Sankara's father before he 
could pei form his son's Upanayana, (2; 
Kumarila’s request to Sankara to meet 
his pupil Visvarupa in Magadha, ' 3 ) 
Visvarupa ’s wife is styled Ubhavabharati 
and not Rasavani, (4) Ubhavabharati goes 
bock to her own regions without any 
further dialogue with Sankara (5) the 
ascension of Sarvajna pitha by Sankara 
at Kashmir and not at Kanci Accor- 
ding to Vyasacala, Visvarupa is the mme 
assigned to Suresvara, Vyasacala is the 
first writer who has started this ldeuiifica 
iion, and he does not mention Suresvara 
as the Sannyasa name, Curiously enougn, 
Vyasacala in the same breath also men- 
tions a Mandjma Misra, a Grhastha, 
whom Sankara met as soon as he came 
out of Kumarila’s house, and whom 
Sankara could not convince of the wisdom 
of becoming a Sannyasin to attain salva- 
tion. Evidently, here is a confusion. 

(4) Rajacudamani Diksita who com- 
posed his Tantrasikhamani in 1637 A D. 
has also written a poem on Sankaracarya 
ftyled Sankarabhyudaya. It is a work 
in 6(?) sargas, dealing with the various 
incidents in Sankara’s life. The Diksita 
agrees in the mam with Vyasacala and 
States that Sankara conferred the title 
Suresvara on Visvarupa for writing the 
Naishkarmya Siddhi. He is not aware 
of a grha&ha Mandanamisra who met 


Sankaracarya, But he has a thoroughly 
original version of the mode by which the 
great Sankara acquired his proficiency in 
Erotics It was neither as a result of his 
controversy with Visvarupa’s wife nor 
with the Goddess Sarada at Kashmir 
onor to his ascension of the Sat vajnapitha 
there The occasion was, whilst he was 
walking in the forces adjoining the 
Mukamhika Ksetra near Gokarna, m the 
comp my of Sanandana, when he hap- 
pened to see the dead bod\ of King 
A.naruka lying on the ground near a tree 
Th* idea struck him that he might as well 
ei th<* body and learn the science of 
Love m a day or two. In spite of 
Sanandana’s p*ote£, he did enter the 
body and left it after two days, appro 
aching Sanandana with the centum of 
verses he had in the meanwhile composed. 
The origin of the Amaruka Sataka is thus 
particularly original with Rajacudamani 
Diksita. 

(5) Kasi Laksmana Sastri, the author 
of the Guruvamsa was a contemporary of 
Saccidananda Bharati who was the 26th 
Pontiff at Srngeri from 1705 to 1741. 
The Sastri pays his homage to Ananda- 
giri 3nd quotes from the Sankarahhyu- 
daya and mentions Visvarupa. He refers 
to him as Suresvara when Visvarupa is 
installed at Sringeri. But he retains the 
£ory of the meeting of Sankara and a 
Grhastha Mandanamisra before Sankara 
met Visvarupa. Evidently in this, he 
was following the footsteps of Vyasacala, 
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preferring the confusion in all its details. 

(6) Govindanatha a native of Kerala 
ii the next writer on Sankara His 
Sankaracaryacaritra is in nine chapters. 
He pays his homage to Vyasacala and 
quotes Cidvilasa also. He follows Vyasa- 
cala in the main and mentions Visvarupa. 
He, however, mentions Visvarupa’s 
wife's name as Vani and not as Ubhaya 
bharati, agreeing in this with Cidvilasa. 
No mention is made of a Grhastha 
Mandanamisra nor Suresvara as a San- 
nyasa name. He may be assigned to 
the sixteenth century as he appears to 
follow Guruvamsa also here and there, 

(7) Vallisahaya of the Vadhuia gotra 
is the next writer on Sankara. He was 
a contemporary of Abhinava Narasimha 
Bharati, the 23th Pontiff at Srngeri from 
1767 to 1770. He is the author of the 
Acarya Digvijaya-Carapu in 7 (*) Kola- 
halas. He pays his homage to Ananda- 
giri and Vidyasankara and follows in the 
main the Cidvilasa-Anandagiri version 
He mentions diltindtly Mandanamisra as 
the grhastha name of Suresvara and 
Sarasavam as Mandanamisra’s wife* 
name. He is not aware of any one by 
the name of Visvarupa. The Manuscript 
is incomplete and breaks off abruptly after 
narrating the visit of Sankara to Kanci. 

(8) The close of the 18th centuiy 
probably saw the composition of the molt 
popular history of Sankara called the 
Samksepasankarayijaya otherwise known 
as Madhaviya, composed in 16 cantos. 


It has been usual to identify the author 
Madhava, with the famous Vidyaranya 
who was Pontiff at Srngeri from 1381 to 
1 386 A. D. This is an impossible 
identification as Madhava pays homage 
to Vyasacala of the sixteenth century 
and quotes wholesale fiom Rajacuda- 
mani Diksita of the seventeenth 
century Besides, he is also familiar 
with the Visvarupa Mandanamisra con- 
fusion and offers the solution in unmis- 
takable tei ms that Mandanamisra, Visva- 
rupa and Suresvara are all identical and 
goes so far as to include the names of 
Bhavabhuti and Umveka also in the chain 
of identity !!! 

The manuscripts of the Samksepa San* 
kara Vijaya available at the Madras 
Government Oriental Manuscripts Library 
and the Adyar and the Tanjore Libraries 
have two additional slokas in the beginning 
after the firit sloka and these two are 
omitted in the printed edition From these 
slokas, we learn that the teacher of 
Madhava was one Mahesvara who 
certainly is not known as Vidyaranya's 
teacher. 

From the above it will be clear that 
Swresvara’s grhaltha name was Mandana- 
misra according to earlier versions and 
that a confusion arose m the sixteenth 
century due to Vyasacala’s confusion of 
Visvarupa and Mandanamisra, And it 
is interesting to note that the Visvarupa 
of Vyasacala is deptoed by Vyasacala as 
the author of many works in Nyaya etc., 
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before he met Sankara. And we know 
that Mandanamisra is the authoi of 
works in Nyaya like Vidhiviveka, in 
Mimamsa like Bhavanaviveka, in Gram- 
mer like Sphotasiddhi and in Vedanta 
like Brahmasiddhi. The Mandana Misra 
who was converted by Sankara into 
Suresvara was none other than the famous 
Mandanamisra, the author of Brahma- 
siddhi and other works. Indeed, the very 
composition of the Brahmasiddhi by 
Mandanamisra should have been after 
Mandana had acquainted himself in detail 
with the contents of Sankara’s Brahma 
Sutrabhasya. 

The identity of Mandana Misra and 
Surtsvara seems, therefore, to be irresift- 
able.

The 
Sri Vani Vilas Press, Srirangam has 
published the first seven cantos of the 
work together with the author’s own 
commentary and the Madras Govern- 
ment Oneital Manuscripts Library has 
a paper manuscript of the whole work. 

6. Govindanatha’s Sankaiacaryacarita has 
been published at Poona with an 
informing mtrodu&ion by N. D. Mehta 
m 1931. 

7 . V aliisahaya’s Sankaracaryadig vijaya 
campu is not available in print. There 
is a paper transcript in Devanagari 
script in the Madras Government 
Oriental Manuscripts Library, restored 
from a prim leaf manuscript belonging 
to the sama Library D. No. 2380, 

8 . Madhava’s Samksepa Sankaravijaya 
is available in .print, published by the 
Anandasn>ma Press, Poona in 1891.

Pandit Shaima has done a distinct 
service m bringing out this handy edition 
of the firft four aphorisms of Badarayana. 
It is well known that Bhaga^an Sri San- 
karacharya has in his Catussutribhasya 
put as in a nutshall the whole kernel of 
Advaita Vedanta, However lucid and 
limpid Sri Sankara’s £yle may be, all the 
implications contained m his commentaries 
could become intelligent only with the 
aid of the several commentators who have 
commented on him. In presenting Sankara 
to modern students, Pandit Sbarma has 
introduced in his Notes all such salient 
points through the medium of the English 
language. The Notes are very informing 
and fairly exhaustive so far as they go. 
The English translation of the Bhashya is 
accurate and readable An informing 
index to the chief topics of discussion 
contained in the Notes, enhances the value 
of the publication. 

An important defect, if we may say so, 
is the lack of a proper introduction to 
such a Sastraic work. The modern 


student who has been brought up in our 
current University atmosphere has no possi- 
bility of knowing the characteristic features 
of a Sastravicara of the traditional type, 
which continues still to have a permanent 
value in widening our bounds of know- 
ledge and experience. What is a Sutra, 
what is the scope and definition of a 
Sastra and Sastravicara, Is a mangala 
necessaiy for all works and if yes, 
why did Sankara deliberately omit it. 
What is the rationale underlying the 
division of the Calussuiri bhashya into 
varnakas, how far do the first two varnakas 
constitute a digression or an integral part of 
the Bhashya — these and similar questions, 
usually put and answered by the teacher, 
are not generally found in any single work 
in a connected form. An introduction 
conveying the above and similar topics so 
essential to the study of Sankara’s Bhashya 
may well have been added to the work 
if only to make the work self-sufficient 
and complete. In its last stages, the 
work bears marks of having been rushed 
through the Press in a hurry as it is other- 
wise difficult to maintain that the Tat- 
paryalingas referred to in pages 98-99 
are seven when they are really only six, 
Upakramopasamhara constituting a single 
linga, 

The enterprising firm of the Poona 
Oriental Book Supplying Agency has 
added one more claim to our gratitude 
by the excellent and neat typography of 
its present publication.

The above works were presented by 
Sri S. N. Gopalaratnam to the Sri 
Sacchidananda Bharati Bhandaram, 
Sri Sankaragurukulam, Srirangam. 
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ANISHA PANCHAFCAM is another most precious Gem 
culled from the invaluable mine of the mighty Intellect of 
the Great World-Teacher, Sri Sankara Bhagavat Pada- 
charya. No less than the Divine Visvanatha himself— the 
Lord of the world — had to assume the Chandala form to 
bring out this precious gem from the Treasure-house of Sri Sankara’s brain. These 
five gems of slokas contain the quintessence of the Advaita Philosophy. None but 
the master-mind of Sri Sankara could have condensed in these five verses the cardinal 
points of the Advaita philosophy — the sure solace for all aching hearts. It is but 
quite natural that Sri Sadasiva Brahmendra, who was the greatest Rajayogin of 
Southern India, whose mind was ever in tune with the Infinite having attained 
Brahmasakshatkara, should have considered it quite proper, and not a disturbance of 
his mental equipoise, to ledure to his disciples commenting on these five unique slokas. 
It is a great loss to us that we have not got this commentary in full as lectured by 
the great Rajayogin from his own internal experience. We have to be thankful for 
small mercies. It is our great fortune that one of his disciples who heard the lectures 
should have put in writing, at lead a summary of it, in the shape of the commentary 
now published. The manuscript of this commentary was obtained from the Tanjore 
Sri Serfoji Maharaja’s Sarasvati Mahal Library, which dill contains very valuable 
and rare manuscripts still unpublished, even after it has been denuded by outsiders of 
several of its rare gems.

INTRODUCTION,

URUBHAKTASIKHAMANI, Sastra Prasaia Bhushana, Brahmasri 
(tilfJP T. K. Balasubraiimanya Aiyar ol the Sn Vani Vilas Press, Srirangam has 
drawn to the shore, another “gem of purest ray serene”, from the dark un- 
fathomed caves of the ocean of Sanskrit Literature for restoring the departing peace to 
millions of suffering humanity. The publication of the \Ianisha Panchakam, in his 
characteristically colorful and picturesque manner, is a fitting and necessary sequel to 
his recent publication of its twin brothei Sadh. na Panchakam known also as Sopana 
Panchakam or Upadesa Panchakam or Pancharatnam, another priceless pearl of 
matchless brilliance. 

In these two works of exquisite beauty and unassailable logic Sri Sankara 
Bhagavatpada, than whom the world knows no gi eater philosopher, divine, saint or 
sage, has in language unequalled for its flowing elegance and grace, terseness and 
lucidity, simplicity and profundity, brought out the boiled-down essence of what is 
known as Hinduism. A more powerful, a more scientific and a more satisfying 
reconciliation of the two apparent contradictions namely the Vedic Religion which 
postulates the manyness of the Universe and the Vedic Philosophy which postulates 
the oneness of the Universe, can scarcely be conceived. 

It is well that we remind oui selves at this stage of certain unquestioned 
and unquestionable facts and incidents of Hinduism. This has become all the more 
necessary in view of the cheeky and unblushing attempts that have often been made

reading of the Manisha Panchakam will not rail to convince the light-thinking portion 
of the human kingdom that the Manisha Panchakam, far from affording any 
support to the removal of Untouchabihty establishes the universality of untouchabihty 
and Unapproachability, Read in the light of Sn Sankara’s Bhashyas, Sadhana 
Panchakam, Dasa Sloki, Soundatya Lahan, Sivananda Lahari, Syamala Dandakam 
etc., the Manisha Panchakam makes the position as clear as daylight 

Who aie Hindus? What is Hinduism 3 A clear and correct definition of 
these terms will lemove many misconceptions that are hovering over the subject of Un- 
toucliability and facilitate a corred undei Standing of the Manisha Panchakam. Neither 
o i the teims occuis m our Siutis, Sraritis, Itihasas, Puranas 01 Agamas or Tantras ot 
Kavyas or Natakas. By the term “ Hindus ” is meant the persons who are horn and 
bred and growing in that religious, socio-reUgious and social polity and discipline 
known as Varnsrama Dharma, who accept the authouty of the Vedas as traditionally 
interpreted and followed, who accept Moksha as their paramount and ultimate goal 
and who Stnve sinceiely and honestly to 'emulate their life accoidingly. The term 
Hinduism means I 'edic religion and Vedic philosophy welded into an inseparable 
and harmonious whole ; it is neirhei Vedic religion alone noi is >t Vedic philosophy 
alone. Wheteas Vedic Religion postulates aid insists upon well-defined di Sciences 
and distinctions between vaina and vaira and caste and caste and upon saguna 
woiship, Vedic Philosophy formulates and pnclaims the essential oneness and divinity 
of all souls from the Pipeelika (tut) to Biahma and from Chandala to Brahmana, 
And yet both have been existing side by side. Both have been guiding us, control'ing 
us and ruling us, We have been rendering our unstinted allegiance to both. Both 
have solved for us our problems of life, here and hereafter. We have been marching 
on towatds our goal of Mukti under their joint benign influence unobsessed by any 
conflidt between them, real or imagmaiy, Gm scriptures level in apparent contradic- 
tions and mystifying riddles. God is descnbcri as 1 »T53r *t£l*n*t ’ the smallest 

of the small and yet the biggest of the big God is described as ^|«rr fasTMgr’ 

God has no birth and yet is born in diverse says. It is in this way the highest secrets 
are bi ought out by our Scuptures. To all appearances Vedic Religion is the very 
opposite of Vedic Philosophy. Still they work in common, hand in hand. Therein 
lies their grandeui and then all-pervasiveness, which is at once their merit and their 
strength.

Is there really any conflict between Vedic Religion and Vedic Philosophy, 
Let us ponder. When the Vedic Philosophy or Vedanta postulates oneness, it has 
onlv the soul in view and not the physical body in which it is sheathed. When 
Vedic Religion or Varnasrama Dharma postulates many-ness or diversity, it has only 
the body in view and not the soul. Both agree in holding that the soul is one and 
that physical body is diverse The conflict is thus merely apparent and not real. 
The Vedic Religion is the beginning 01 too: of Veda, while Vedic Philosophy is the 
end or head of Veda, Vedanta or Veda Siias. The principles undeilying Untoucha- 
bility and Saguna Worship belong to the doimm of Vedic Religion which deals 
mainly with the physical body and its diversities and gradations, and not to the realm of 
Vedic Philosophy which deals with the oneness of ihe soul It is these truths Manisha 
Panchaka brings out. It is these tiuths Sach'ana Panchaka confirms. The lament- 
able failure of our erring brethem to icalize these self-evident truths is the prolific 
parent of the unreasonable bitterness, split and chasm which divide us. 

The people who have evolved ihe Vedic Religion are the very people 
who have evolved the Vedic Philosophy as well. The people who ha^ proclaimed 
the oneness and purity of the soul have proclaimed with equal emphasis the divei sities 
and impunities of the physical bodies in different gtadations. Sri Sankara Bhagavaf 
pada is only one among them, perhaps the greatest among them, Valmiki and Vyasa, 
Kalidasa and Bhavabhuti, M anu and Yagnavalkya, Ramanuja and Madhva all alike 
accept the principle of untouchablity. Si i Ramachandia, Sri Krishna, Bheeshma, 
Yudhisthira are the foremost in enforcing Varnasrama Dharma and the principle of 
untouchability. Sri Lahtambika, Maha Lakshmi, Maha Vishnu, Paramesvara, 
Subrahmanya, Vmayaka have all been described in the various Sahasranamams as the 
organizers, supporteis and protectors of Varnasrama Dharma. Just note how Sri 
Sankara is described. He is both and and

aswell as ^ and If these philoso- 

phers and sages and their works stamp certain peoples as Chandalas and untouchables 
by birth how can we arrogate to ourselves the right to declare them as idiots and 
sinners and their principles as so many dark spots on an otherwise admittedly excellent 
religion and prescribe penance and prayaschittam for permitting, committing and 
perpetuating inexpiable age-long sins. 

Tradition has woven a realistic beautiful episode over this quintessence 
of Vedic Philosophy. After emerging victoriously from the friendly controversy 



with Vyasacharya over his Bhashyas, Sii Sankara desired a person in a Chandala 
body not to approach him. The person in the Chandala body put to him the 
following questions:— Do you piohibit the approach of the physical body made of 
blood, flesh and bone or of the Chaitanva enclosed in it * Is there any difference m 
the image of the Sun reflected in the water of the holy Ganges and the image refle- 
cted in the pool of a Chandala * Is there anv difference in the Akasa contained in a 
golden vessel and the Akasa contained in an earthern pitcher? There is one and 
the same invisible Vastu in all tie visible physical bodies. Why then, this delusion of 
difference that this one ,s a Bi ali man a and that one is a Chandala^ Contrary to 
expe&ation, the answei came m the shape of five thrilling veises, not in the language 
of Vainasiama Dharma of Wic Religion but in the language of the Advaita of 
Vedic Philosophy. Why^ The queshoi was philosophical and the answer also was 
philosophical The question amounted to this— “You aie Brahmam* I am Brahmam; 
every objedi in the universe is Brahmam, how can differences exisP” The answer 
was— If every person realizes and expenences this gi and truth m his day-to-day life 
as you appear to do, and is not its mere lip- worshipper, this delusion of difference will 
automatically disappear. The moment this peak of perfedtion is climbed, there is 
no Varna, no Asrama, no caste- discipline, no Vidhi, no Nishedha, no untouchability. 
Brahmana ceases to be Brahmana; Chandala ceases to be chandala, even Vedas 
cease to be Vedas. The fetters fall of their own accord. This is the verdidt of 
the Srutis,

Is theie a single individual on Eailh who can claim to have reached this 
dizzy height who can honeitlv declare that when he is beaten by another he is 
beaten by himself; who r n really feel that the cobras, the scorpions, the tigers and 
the wolves that confront him are as much parts of himself as his own hands, feet 
eyes and ears; who can lay his hands on his heart and say that he has no fear, no 
love, no hate ? If and wnen this stage is reached, Muslim is no Muslim, Christian is 
n> Christian, Jew is no Jew; You are in every one of them and every one of them is 
in you. You are all, and all are yourself. There is no Sea, one’s own There 

« no para a stranger. Svaraj becomes a myth and a delusion and a mirage, 
i he battle for it is a stupendous folly. 
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The person in the Gnndala body was no other than Mahesvara. His objedf 
was to demonstrate to the world the truth of the phibsophy of Bheda and the p iilo- 
sophy of Abheda in their actual woikmg. As stated already, this episode establishes 
Bheda conclusively. Bheda does exist and must exist, not for its own sake but for 
destroying it and winning Abheda. Untouchability and unapproachability must be 
observed in this work- a- day world not for perpetuating them but for destroying them 
ultimately. These may seem paradoxic il but are none the less true. The moment the 
desire to see, to hear, to touch, to sme.l and to taste dies, you may see, hear, touch, 
smell or taste anything and everything For killing such a desire, you must begin by 
refi’^rg to see some things, hear some thii.gs, touch some things, smell some things and 
ta..*.e some things. The sphere of thingi fit to be seen or touched or tasted will bceome 
narrower and narrower until it reaches almost the zero point. Immediately you become 
fit to zee all, hear all, smell all and tas.e dl The rules relating to untouchability. in- 
terdining and intermarriage owe their origin to this principle. So long as different physi- 
cal bodies exist, so long must unapproachably and untouchability also exist. To put 
it more coirectly, as long as difference in physic ! bodies is perceived and felt, so long 
mu$t untouchability and unapproachability exist, so long must caste exist, so long must 
Varnasrama Dharma exist. 

Contrast Sri Suka the Brahmibhoola sWTHf; with his father Sri Vyasa tie 
theorist. Sri Vyasa had not shed off this feeling ef difference in spite of his btirg 
the author of the Brahma Sutras and the 1 8 Puranas. Sri Suka had realized the 
oneness even at his birth. The result was, the appe< ranee of Sri Suka before the 
celestial damsels bathing naked in the Ganges evoked in them no lajja (shyness) while 
they began to put on their clothes the moment Sri Vyasa passed in their front. 

Untouchability, Unapproachability, prohib tion ol inter-dining and inter- 
marriage and all other Varnasrama fetters have been imposed only for disciplining the 
body for freeing it from its comparative impurity and ior releasing from the Sate of 
bondage the soul which is imprisoned in it 

Sri Sankara, no less than Sri Ramanuja and Sri Madhva, has nowhere 
purported to modify or abrogate Dhar mar ushthanam On the contrary, he is insif irg 
upon it in all his works from the Stotras, Ashtakams, Prakaranams, Panchakas and 
Dasakas up to his Geeta Bhashya, Sutra Bhashya and Upanishad Bhashya. He is 
emphasising, all through, the performance of the prescribed ceremonials, rituals etc., 
as the primary and essential Sadhana for winning Brahmajaana and for attaining 
Mukti through it. 



The Sadhana Panchaka to which reference has already heen made 
begins thus : —

‘Let the Vedas be studied unceasrigiy and let the rituals and ceremonies 
($*) prescribed therein be meticulously performed,* ‘Obliterate the paft Karma. 
Do not allow the future Karma to affedt you. Enjoy without murmur the Prarabdha 
Karma. Thus become one with Para Biahma.’ The intermediate Steps have been 
indicated in the mteivening Slokas, Remember the tradition which tells us that the 
advice Measured in these five Slokas was given by Sri Sankara to his inquiring disciples 
on the eve of his return to Kadasa or his dissolution into the Universal Spirit. 

RATIONALE OF UNAPPROACHABILITY AND UNTOUCH ABILITY. 

Who are these Chandalas and other unapproachables or untouchables ? 
How comes this unapproachabilily * A foreword for a publication is hardly the place 
for a discussion into these matters. 1 must content myself with saying that a satisfying 
answer is given by 

(1) Vedic Religion and Vedic Philosophy, 

(2) Positive sciences including the iaw of conservation of mass, matter and 
energy. 

(3) Law of medicine 

(4) Laws of Nature and 

(5) The Science of psychology. 

and with referring the readers to my book on ‘The Religious Philosophical and Scienti- 
fic Basis of Unapproachabilily and Untouchability and Moorti PoojY, Chapter III. 

I shall however give here a brief summary 

(a) Every living being, man, beaft, bird or tree has a soul as well as a body. 

The soul has no birth or death and is intrinsically pure and divine. The 

body is subjetf to biith, change, decay and death and is impure in a 
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greater or less degree. In some mysterious way* the soul has linked 
itself to the body or considered itself to be so linked. It desires liberation. 
This liberation has to be achieved only by going through the prescribed 
disciplinary actions and religious exercises. They vary with the bodies 
to which they are linked, whether a tree body, beaSt body, man body or 
woman body, Brabmana body, Kshatriya body, Vaisya body or Sudra 
body or an untouchable body or unapproachable body. Untouchability 
or unapproachably attaches to a body at its conception and birth. It 
is part of the Stuff of which every physical body is made in the same way 
as colour, smell, taSte, predilection, temperament or tendency. It is the 
result of the Manasika sin of a previous birth, Being congenital lib 
every congenital disease, this unappioachability or untouchability will die 
generally only with the body. It is God that makes one an unapproach* 
able or untouchable, due regard being bad to bis pievious sin. God alone 
can remove it and according to His own laws. No man or body of 
man can do so even if be or it be Mr, Gandhi, or Mr. Malaviya 01 Mr. 
Savarkar or Mr. Rajagopaiachariar or an Indian Legislative Body or 
British Parliament. 

Brahmasri T. 1 C. Balasubralimanya Aiyar has already laid the public under 
a deep debt of gratitude to him, by making available to them in an attractive form the 
works of Sri Sankara and other great men and super-men. May the Almighty grant 
him many more years of selfless activities and achievements.

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INTRODUCTION. 


The Ramayanarahasya of Vidyaranya is now published for the first 
time in the Nagari script. Vidyaranya, the author, does not seem to be 
identical with the Pontiff of that name who occupied the Sringeri Pitha from 
1S80 A. D. to 1386 A. D. Our author pays homage to his Gum Madhavaranya 
in stanza 21 of the Text, though this stanza is conspicuous by its omission in 
several other manuscripts of the Ramayanarahasya However, the colophon at 
the end of the manuscripts makes it clear that the author Vidyaranya was the 
pupil of one Madhavaranya. 

The Ramayanarahasya starts with the enumeration of the qualities 
implied by the syllables of the Gaj atri in stanzas 1 to 18 and the letters of 
the Gayatri in stanzas 22 to 46. In stanzas 47 to 59, the letters of the Gayatri 
are shown as exhibited within the first (the Samkshepa) sarga of the Balakanda 
in accordance with the appropriate qualities as narrated by Narada. And it is 
added that the letters herein, though not of the full quantity they possess as 
Gayatryaksharas are still recognisable in the main as akin to Gayatryaksharas. 
From stanza 63 onwardsj the author quotes the stanzas in the body of the 
Ramayana wherein the Gayatryaksharas occur in the first stanza of each of 
of the twenty- four thousands of stanzas. It has to be noted that in these 
stanzas the Gayatryaksharas do not occur as the first letter of the stanzas iu 
question but they are distributed promiscuously in the middle, end or begin- 
ning. But these twenty- four stanzas, from 63 to 87, are generally quoted as 
the Gayatri Ramayana. 

There are at least two different texts called the Gayatri Ramayana. 
That which is usually recited by devout worshippers of Rama and which is 
generally found prefixed to standard editions of the Ramayana may be termed 
the traditional one. The chief peculiarity of this traditional version is that

the twenty-four letters of the Gayatri occur as the initial letters respectively of 
each of the twenty- four stanzas comprising this text.* 

The other version of the Gayatri Ramayana is the text that is 
published in the Ramayana Rahasya now issued, Govindaraja, the famous 
commentator, adopts the above text as found in the Ramayanarahasya. The 
chief feature of this text is that the stanzas quoted do not begin with the 
Gayatri letters, but these letters occur promiscuously in the body of the text 
of the stanza, in the beginning, middle or end. 

Both these texts do not fulfill the essential condition of the stanzas 
being found as the first stanza of each of the twenty-four thousand stanzas of 
Valmiki, nor do the Gayatri letters which they entomb correspond in quality or 
quantity to the letters of the Gayatri mantra. We give below in tabular form 
the details regarding the occurrence of each of the letters according to these 
two texts. (References are to the Edition of the Ramayana to the end of the 
Yuddhakanda in 8 volumes by the Sri Vani Vilas Press, Srirangam. and to the 
Uttarakanda, Kumbakonam edition).

The Vidyaranya text has not the Gayatri letters even in the begin- 
ning of the stanzas in which they are declared to occur. They occur haphaza- 
rdly in the body of the stanza without rhyme or reason, as one commentator 
remarks (Sri Ramayana Siromani 1—1— 1). At this rate any letter can be 
made to occur in any sacred text and such a device is positively useless, as it 
would be without purpose or design. But this text has the peculiar merit that 
it seems to possess a history attached to it. 

Vidyaranya’s Ramayanarahasya is preserved in full in Govindaraja’s 
famous commentary on the Ramayana and the Tattvasangraha Ramayana, writ- 
ten by Ramabrahmanandasarasvati, the pupil of Svayamprakasanandasarasvati. 
The fifth chapter of this latter work quotes bodily the whole of the text 
contained in the Ramayanarahasya, referring to it as the work of Vidyaranya. 

To facilitate easy reference and comparative study, the text of the 
traditional Gayatri Ramayana is printed as an Appendix to this Edition.

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It is desirable at the outset to take 
Stock of the present situation. We are 
at the threshold of an era of furious dis- 
truCtion and creation, destruction of the 
old order and creation of a new and 
diametrically opposite order, all in the 
name of purification of Vedic religion.

A bee buzzes in my ear t|at 
a Karika and a Bhashya are in the literary 
anvil. Perhaps they have already come 
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into being. What a ridiculous parody ! 
Numberless edicts go forth promulgatir g, 
a new alluring Religion and Morality to 
end the ancient gloomy religion and 
morality , a new easily accessible Heaven 
to end the old rough-pathed Heaven ; 
a new easy-going Varna and Asrama, 
Varna Dharma and Asrama Dharma 
to end the ancient ritual- riddled Varna 
and Asrama and Vainasrama Dharma ; 
a new sunny philosophy of life to end the 
old fatalistic philosophy of life ; a new 
homogeneous nation to end the old 
heterogeneous nation , a new sweet all- 
embracing institution of Marriage to end 
the old endogamic, cribbing, cabining and 
confining institution of marriage ; a new 
free-as-air volatile man and woman and 
boy and girl to end the old silly humdrum 
priest-ridden man and woman and boy and 
girl; a new broad bottomed institution of 
temple- woi ship to end the old narrow- 
necked and touch-me-not institution of 
temple-worship; a new catholic equalizing 
society, to end the old airogant and 
tyrannical untouchability and unapproacha- 
bly ; a new levelling and equalising 
institution of property to end the old 
discreditable despotic institution of 
property etc. 

The atmosphere of Bharata Varsha 
Elands surcharged with the poisonous 
fumes of a Grange and queei epidemic of 
never-ending Ads, Bills projeds and 
plans. The one scarcely^disguised princi-

Sarada, Das and Naval Rai (the thrice- 
hallowed hollow trio) and the Polygamous 
Marriage Restraint Bill of Mrs. Suhba- 
rayan, the Divorce Bill of Mr. Deshmukh, 
the Woman’s Property Rights Acts and 
Bills and allied measures. Woe for the 
days that have witnessed the birth of these 
measures and their growth. If perveited 
humanity or an Archangel heirarchy can 
invent a machine which can easily throttle 
end strangle Hindu Religion, Hindu 
philosophy, Hindu culture and Hindu 
civilization, one cannot think of a measure 
more perfect than these Acts and Bills, 
Tak a gold scale pan, put on one scale

Edward III, one of the ablest and 
warlike kings of England, married at 16 
and his son the redoubtable Black Prince 
was born when his father was 1 7. 

General Mr. Carrison : The inhabi- 
tants of the Western Punjab and the 
North West Frontier constitute the finest 
specimen of manhood albeit they have 
adhered to the (barbarous) custom of 
early marriage. 

N. B. — The Gour Brahmins of the 
U. P, and the Gurkhas of Nepal are the 
progeny of early marriages (11 for the 
Brahmana and 13 for the Kshatriya) and 
have furnished the tallest sepoys and the 
finest fighting material during the Great 
European War.

There is many e girl today who would 
admit, were she to speak the truth, that 
she has been tempted to allow some man 
to be intimate with her juSt to satisfy an 
almost overwhelming curiosity. Virginity 
no longer exists. 

Dr. Alfred Salter M. P. “The 
danger of Britain becoming a sterile nation 
can only be avoided by reverting to the 
Vidorian ideals of early marriage. 

Dr. Ananda Bai Joshi M. D. is of 
similar opinion. 

Dr. Carl Holliday, California:-— 
“Postponed marriages cause a nervous 
strain which is undermining efficiency and 
threatening western civilization.” 

Lord Dawson the eminent physician:— 
“ If in any community marriage is late 
of attainment, an increase of irregular 
unions will inevitably result.” 

Dr. J hens ton: — “Sexual development 
of girls with its attendent disturbances 
is most acute between the years 1 2 and 
1 5. The wisdom of marriage before 1 2 
is therefore self-evident.” 

Doctor Paul Ballard and British and 
French medical opinion: — “E«rlv marri- 
age ensures chastity and arrests unmarried 
motherhood. Late marriage leads to 
lecherous Libertinism. ’ 

If we have begun to hug ourselves 
to late marriages, it is not because 


we are not aware of its baneful effects 
and horrois in the shape of bachelor 
fathers, maiden mothers and galloping 
elopements or it is not because we are 
impressed with its beneficient results 
which, we know stand at zero point. If 
we have begun to abandon early marriages 
it is not because they have led to any 
injurious results which we know aie 
vu tually nil, it is not because we have not 
realized their excellent effects upon mora- 
lity, chastity and social harmony and 
well-being. When the Sanatana and 
Varnasrama principles were seen and 
heard by our seers and sages as the result 
of their intense meditation and introspec- 
tion we were as rich in Dharma as in 
Attha and we clung to Dharma passiona- 
tely. When Artha begins to desert us, 
Dharma also begins to do so. This 
accounts for our present plight. What is 
wanted now is a recapture of both. We 
shall then surely rise once more to our ft 11 
stature and height. How shall we do it? 

It is boldly argued that the Vedas do 
not describe early marriages but permit 
late marriages, that the later Smritikarta. 
having regard to the then State of the 
Society substituted the system of early 
marriage and that in view of the modern 
cond tion w’e ought to revert to the Vedic 
system of nod-puberty marriages. My 
answer is this. The Vedas so far as 
they i e extant are silent regarding the 
maniageable age. The marriageable age 
was so well known and so very self- 
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evident that no express injumtion was 
considered necessary. This is illustrated 
by the Itihasa of the Sage “Ushasti” 
and his eight-year-otd wife “ Ataki”, 
Assuming that the Vedas prrmit late 
marriage and the cond lion of society in 
the Srariti Ages necessitated ea ly marri- 
age, I ask is there any charge in the 
modern condition so as to justify a reverter 
to the alleged Vedi: system of late 
marriage. Far from it. The modern con- 
di ion is such that instead of advancing 
the marriageable age a furthei lowering 
of it is an imperative necessity far preser- 
ving and promoting the chastity of woman 
and avoiding Varna Sankaryam. 

Extracts and figures relating to these 
matters may be easily multiplied. Early 
marriage is an institution which has des- 
cended to us from a dim distant past. 
Its hoary antiquity is in itse'f an un- 
answerable proof of its wisdom, la 
addition, it derives full support fron 
B obgy, from Medicare, ( rom historj , 
frcm the practice of c;rcr nations, from 
foreign savants, from the results of actual 
investigations and from what we observe 
in svery day life. More than 2000 year» 
of tbs practice of early marriage amongst 
us have in no way injured us physically, 
mentally or morally. If there were any 
basis for the very bold changes, that 
eariy marriage promotes infant and 
mi rernal mortality, saps manhood and 
womanhood and increases the number 
of child widows, the Hindu tace ought to 


have either become extinct or become 
sorrv specimens of humanity. We know 
as a fadt that the contrary is the truth. 
It is the modern generation, if any, that 
may be open to the charge. But the 
modern generation is an exotic growth, 
a vicious western product, and a Strange 
amalgam of all that is had in the west and 
the East. The ills it is suffering from 
are due to wholly different causes includ- 
ing gruelling poverty, undisciplined un- 
Hindu town-life and unhealthy inflaming 
and withering enviroments and have no 
diredt relation to Early marriage. 

Next in importance to the Child 
Marriage Restraint Acts and the Adts and 
Bills relating to Marriages and divorces, 
and next only to them, are the Malabar 
Temple-Entry Act and its companion the 
Civil Disabilities (Untouchability) Re- 
moval Act and the latest on the field, the 
MaJras Temple-entry authorizatior ad 
Indemnity Adt. The genesis oi the 
urderlymg movements is well known and 
n-edsno recapitulation. The epic fasts 
of Mr, Gandhi and Mr. Kelappan, the 
Guruvavur Conference and the tremendous 
effects created upon the morale of the 
people by its resolutions and the resolutions 
of it:> numerous successors, the contempor- 
ary happening in and outside the Central 
Legislature including the full-deserved 
throttling of the Bills of Mr. M. C. Raja 
and Mr, C. S. Ranga Ayyar, are all 
fresh in our memory. We allowed 
ourselves to he lulled into a sense of false 
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security that they will not rear their heads 
again. The rising of Ravana’s heads 
every time they were severed from the 
neck, baffled Ramachandia a good deal 
Even so, these movements rise and baffle 
us The success which greeted S n Rama- 
chandra ultimately, will bless us also 
Only the religiosity and spirituality acquir- 
ed through Aditya Htidaya will have to 
be acquired by us also. Remember that 
the Temple Entry Act has, by some 
mysterious working of the Providence, 
been launched in the land of Sri Sankara, 
the great philosopher who vanquished 
and drove out of Bharatavarsha all Non* 
Vedic Religions and Non-Vedic Philoso- 
phies, Remember that the greatest 
afttWnrorcri that he was, he was also 
the greatest wfsrusrftgrcfr and 
wrtaft* Remember that the greatest 
that he was, he was also 
and the Alayam of Sruti, 
Smriti and Puranas, gfawftj mm. 
Remember that -the great afnjJtaTSTOW*

I What do all these mean? 
Our Shastras revel in riddles and con- 
tradictory descriptions and bring out the 
deepest truths in that way. Mr Gandhi, 
in one of his periodical Himalayan out- 
bursts, to be necessarily followed by the 
inevitably characteristic Himalayan blun- 
ders, declared in a stout stentorian voice : 

“ Those who have arrogated to them- 
selves the name Sanatana Dharma, 

h & s* xi* vft' 9. 


should not be surprised or shocked if 
opponents also derive authority for 
reform from the same scriptures that 
the Sanatani&$ profess to believe in. 
There is a growing body of Sa&ris 
well versed in Sanskrit lore, who 
believe that it is not only permissible in 
Hinduism to admit the untouchables 
to public temples, but that it is wrong 
to prohibit them from offering worship 
m common with other Hindus at these 
tempos. These Pandits also belbve 
that there is no such thing as untoucha- 
bility attaching to birth and incapable 
of being cured by any penance or puri- 
fication. They do believe in untoucha- 
bility attaching to adts and occupations. 
If the Hindu mass mind really hugs 
untouchability, reformers like me have 
no other option but to sacrifice ourselves 
on the altar of our convictions.” 

This declaration was in 1932. We 
are in 1941. Nine Years of repeated 
questionings have evoked no answer from 
him. We are &ill awaiting the scriptures 
relied on by him. We are neither sur- 
prised nor shocked. What again is the 
untouchability attaching to adts and occu- 
pations ? Suppose I am a teacher one 
morning and a butcher that evening ; a 
lawyer next morning and a toddy-drawer 
that evening ; a drinker of Soma juice 
the third morning and alcohol drinker 
that evening and so on and so forth. The 
result of Mr, Gandhi’s declaration is that 
1 am a touchable every morning and an 
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untouchable every evening. I may enter 
the temple every morning but will be 
driven out every evening. It is enough 
to State the proposition to repel it. It is 
such philosophies of life and living that 
are attempted to be planted in the soil 
purified by the feet of Sri Sankara. 
Shall we allow it and how long ? The 
answer is in our hands. 

Mr. Gandhi States in another inspired 
moment : 

“My conviction is that Hinduism has fal- 
len from the purity and vitality it once 
had. Its very scriptures are evidence 
of a continuous progress and adaptabi- 
lity to the circumstances that arose 
from time to time. Though it letained 
unimpaired the claim to divine inspira- 
tion for the scriptures as a body it did 
not hesitate to introduce new reforms 
and make changes Hence it is that 
we have in Hinduism not only the 
Vedas but all later writings claiming 
authority But a time came when tins 
healthy growth or evolution was arres- 
ted, and instead of the written word 
being used as an aid to the search fci 
light from within, it was held to be all- 
sufficing whether it accorded with the 
longings and Strivings of the spirit within 
or not. The descendants of those 
who wrestled with God Himself and 
drew from him some of the imperish- 
able things one finds in the Vedas and 
later writings, felt loo exhausted for 
further effort either to wring out a new 


meaning from an old verse or mantra 
or to produce a new mantra. They 
felt that they had done with God and 
God had finished His wort after in- 
spiring the last verse of the latest 
SaStra,” 

What a blasphemy ! A shudder passes 
through me as I read these and similar 
pronouncements. Mr. Gandhi has often 
admitted that Religion is Truth and Truth 
is Religion. How can Truth fall from 
purity and vitality. How can it change 
from time to time. Can it be eternal and 
yet a changeling. If Religion is God’s 
spoken word and this spoken word requires 
changes by additions, subtractions, and 
other kinds of amendments, God the Om- 
niscient ceases to be Omniscient and ceases 
to be perfect and becomes the ignorant im- 
perfect and ever-changing man. This is 
the God of Mr. Gandhi and not the God 
of the Hindu. There is no need for us 
to wreflle with such God and draw from 
Him anything for us. Let Mr. Gandhi 
have it all for him— The God who will 
allow his children to fight with him and 
get exhausted and feel that they have 
done with Him. Will he allow me to 
draw his attention and the attention of his 
choristers to the mighty, weighty and well- 
considered resolutions of that august and 
unique All India Sanatana Dharma 
Vidvat Panshad composed of the finest 
blossoms and finished products of Vedic 
and Vedantic, Smntic, Puranic, and 
Agamic learnings held in Madras in 
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December 1937. If as Mr. Gandhi has 
proclaimed, he believes m a wise God, and 
in the wisdom of every ad of His, how 
can any one murmur at His giving a born 
Panchama his place in th<it community, a 
Muslim and a Christian then places in 
their respective creeds. God and God 
alone knows the place and shape and 


form best suited for an individual and 
allots to him the *same in his Infinite 
Mercy. Will anybody attribute to him 
and , partiality and cruelty ? 
Why then is this irreligious, impertinent 
and meaningless hankering for a change? 
One has everything to lose and nothing 
to gain from such a change.

I have read with great interest the article 
contributed by Mr. P. P. Subrahmanya 
Sa&ri wherein he identifies Suresvaia- 
charya with Mandanamisra, Though the 
Vyasachaliya and Guruvamsa Kavya re- 
ferred to by him do not, as admitted by 
him, accept this identification, it is not my 
purpose here to challenge his conclusions 
for he has decidedly authority and tradi- 
tion in support of the same I think 
however that it is necessary to correct a 
few incorrect statements which are found 
in that article. 

At the note at the end of his article, 
Mr. Saftri says that the Sankara Vijaya 
of Sadananda is not yet available in 
manuscript or in print. Evidently lie is 
not aware of the faCt that it has been 
printed 40 years ago in 1891 by the 
Nirnayasagara Press of Bombay with the 
commentary named Dundubhi. It is called 
Sankara Digvijaya Sara and is professedly 
after Madhava's Sankara Vijaya and is

dated Vikrama 1836 (1780 A. D.) The 
commentary Dundubhi is dated Vikrama 
I860 (1804 a. D.) and is by the same 
Dhanapati Suri that wrote the com- 
mentary Dindima on Madhava’s work. 
If Mr. Sastri had come across this publi- 
cation; I am sure he will have hesitated 
to say that the date of Madhava’s work 
was probably the close of the 1 8th cen- 
tury. He could have done well also to 
leave out of the account the very doubtful 
Kumbhakonam Mutt chronology for fixing 
the date of Vyasachala and need not have 
accepted as a fad that Madhava has 
quoted from Rajachudamani Dikshita. It 
is quite true that a large number of Aanzas 
found in Sankarabhyudaya published as 
from the pen of Rajachudamani Dikshita 
are found in Madhava’s work also, f find 
it difficult to believe that more than a 
hundred stanzas have been merely ‘quoted’. 
It seems to me a clear case of most dis- 
honest plagiarism and I do not propose to 
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discuss Here as to who the plagiarist is. 
Sankarabhyudaya has been published long 
ago in the Sanskrit journal ‘Sahridaya’ 
and I do not see why Mr, Sastri says 
that it has not yet been printed in full. 
! do not know if the manuscripts referred 
to by him are fuller or more complete than 
the version printed in the Sahridaya. 

In spite of the three exclamation maiks 
in column 2 of page 20 of his article, I 
confess 1 am unable to see any absurdity in 
the same individual having several names. 
The name Umbeka is explained by Madh- 
ava as an affectionate term in the verna- 
cular signifying “Father". By no stretch 
of verbal twisting can Tyagaraja Dikshita 
be known as Raju Sastrigal or Sridhara 
Venkatesadhvari as Aiyaval. Can it be 
contended for a single moment that they 
could not have had such names. Maha- 
mahopadhyaya T. Ganapati Sastri has 
ponted out that Vedatma in his commen- 
taiy Vibhavana on Visvarupa’s Balakrida 
has this line: 

which clearly shows that Suresvara had 
also these names — Bhavabhuti and Visva- 
rupa. Mr. P. P S. Sastri has taken pains 
in his article to show that he had the 
name of Mandana Misra also. Why not 
allow him the name of Umbeka also on 
the authoriry of Madhava > Where is the 
inherent improbability bordering on ridi- 
culousness which calls for three exclama- 
tion marks ? 


Mr. Saftri assigns Govindanatha to the 
/ 6th century “as he appears to follou I 
Guruvamsa” which is mentioned as a 
work of the / 8th century in the just 
preceding paragraph. Evidently this is 
due to a slip. Mr, Sastri says that no 
mention is made by Govindanatha of 
Suresvara as a Sanyasa name. In the very 
I st chapter we have these lines:

Obviously Mr. Sastri did not notice these 
passages. 

In trying to prove that Suresvara was 
identical with Mandana Misra, Mr. Sastri 
has felt it necessary to throw some doubt 
on the identity of Suresvara with Visva- 
rupa. There cannot be the slightest doubt 
on the identity of Visvarupa with Sures- 
vara and it is quite incorred to say that 
Vyasachala was the first writer who 
started this identification. For reasons of 
their own the Kumbhakonam Mutt and its 
supporters started this theory of distinction 
between Suresvara and Visvarupa, saying 
that the former was an incarnation of 
Brahma and the latter of Yama and that 
the former was the Acharya at Kanchi 
and the latter at Sringeri. Unfortunately 
for them there was overwhelming evidence 
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against such a splitting of a single per- 
sonality and such evidence is itself rnoie 
than enough to dispiove the authenticity 
of the so-called authorities advanced by 
the supporters of that theory. Evidently 
Mr. Sastri has based some reliance upon 
them and hence his conclusions. 

Madhavacharya and Sri Vidyaranya 
(it does not mattei for our present purpose 
whether they were two distinct individuals 
or only one) lived in the 1 4th century 
about two centuries before the date assign- 
ed by Mr, Sastri to Vyasachala. In 
Madhava’s commentary on the Parasara 
Smriti (p. 57 of Vol I, Bombay Govern- 
ment Edition), Re says:

Visoarupacharya quoted this sentence 
in the Vartika as concerning Nitya Karma 
thus— The words of Apastama Smnti 
‘a mango tree planted for the sake of the 
fruits—’ show that even Nitya Kaima 
bears fruit.”

Sambandha Vartika sloka 97 admittedly 
from the pen of Surcsoaracharya.

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Mr . President and Friends , 

A few days ago I had the honour of 
a visit from my friend to my right (Mr. 
T, K. Balasubrahmanya Aiyar) whom f 
may claim as a hereditary family fnend 
It is not perhaps known to many present 
here that I have some connexion with 
this town of Sriiangam as my mother was 
born in this place and though she belong- 
ed to a Smartha family, she bore the 
Vaishnava name of RangammaL For 
some years before my birth my maternal 
grandfather was in Srirangam and lie and 
my mother having spent their time in this 
place, 1 have some claims on the townships

of Trichinopoly and Srirangam. So far 
as my friend is concerned, his family and 
mine have known each other for many 
decades and he was good enough, as I 
said, to come to Madras to interest the 
Stale of Travancore and myself in parti- 
cular with the work that has been done 
here in the matter of the establishment of 
an institution designed to commemorate 
the services and the work of one of the 
gieat preceptors of humanity. 

It was my good fortune this afternoon to 
come here and obtain physical refreshment 
and spiritual sustenance in the institution 
Started by Mr, T, K, Balasubrhmanya

Aiyar. He described to me the features, 
the very carefully designed aspeds, the 
symbolism that charaderises the aichitec- 
ture and sculpture of this place and 1 ha\ e 
been deeply impressed with the enthusiasm 
and the love of the great Acharya which 
has animated my friend Duiing his \ isit 
to Madras he stated that if I came to 
Trichinopply ^ and Srirangam l should 
come here and say a few words about 
Sankara. I agreed to do so although 1 
realised that my pre- occupations and the 
scantiness of leisure, which a somewhat 
ciowded life have made inevitable, gave 
very little occasion to concentrate Study 
on the fountain souices of our scriptures. 
But it has been one of my great privileges 
to have come across, again in a hereditary 
capacity, two of the occupants of the 
spiritual throne of Snngeri. My fathe 
and mother both received Upadesa at the 
han^softhe late Sri Nrisimha Bhaiati 
Swami and I count it as one of the 
privileges of my life to have known the 
late Swamiji and the piesent Swamiji. 
Fired by their example, animated by them, 
1 have been somewhat of a close Student 
of Sankara and what Sankara has meant 
to the world. 

Before 1 go into that topic, will you 
allow me to take a brief conspedus of the 
world of today fiom the point of view of 
the philosophical appraisal of the happen- 
ings around us and the fulute. During 
the time that I was a student and duiing 
the middle age of Sir T. Desikachariar 
my esteemed fiiend, we all came to the 


conclusion — a tentative and provisional 
conclusion, albeit a strong one — that the 
new sciences that have altered the outer 
aspects of the world, the advances that 
had been made in the conquest of physical 
matter mu& and cannot but profoundly 
disturb our psychical and spiritual balance. 
We came to the belief that the explana. 
tion for many puzzling phenomena would 
be afforded by the highei Physics, Che* 
mistiy and Astronomy and the philosophy 
of Heibeit Spencer, Darwin, Mendal, 
Froud and those who followed those 
gieat masters Later, however, all our 
pre-conceptions and the puiely materialistic 
outlook were modified on account of the 
researches of a long line of illustrious 
scientists and thinkers 5 and I shall only 
lecount the names of Einstein, Sir Aithur 
Edmgton and Sir James Jeans, in order to 
explain what 1 mean. Today those funda- 
mentals of Science and of life, space and 
time which were supposed to be the basic 
punciples of the Universe — space, time, 
causality, all these have assumed new 
shapes. Space is supposed to be a func- 
tion of time; space is supposed to be 
infinite, yet limited. The fouith dimension 
is mathematically proved to exist All 
phenomena aie relative and are fundions 
of consciousness. Nothing is real, and it 
is not only the maxims of the Vedanta, 
but of Sir James Jeans which postulate 
that the teaching of modern science 
amounted to a realisation that all pheno- 
mena and events are a fundion of the 
mind. In other words, space does not 
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exist by itself a r « i tim* 1 does not exist by 
itself. Thedo'lnne of lelatwit* which 
we owe to Em^em had been preached 
2500 yea»s ago, ox even eaiUr bv {he 
great Upamshad Kaithas, and they affirm- 
ed that eveiythiog is imaginaiy but that 
there is one immanent mind or supreme 
consciousness whose Maya maniL>latio s 
are the physical causations and appear- 
ances. So, as a result of laboratory 
experiments and mathematical calculations 
the earner materialise theories and hypo- 
thesis have vanished and we have come 
back to the Vedanta according to which 
the only thing that exi&s is the supreme 
mind of which all minds, all phenomena 
are a part and which is the summation, 
embodiment and integration of the Uni- 
verse and its evolution. That is the 
present <ftate of modem Science. In other 
words, modern Science — European and 
American Science — the Science that we 
owe to people like Einstein and Nilo 
Bohr has led to this conclusion, that those 
firm foundations on which life and the 
problems and phenemena of life were 
accepted to be based and undei <ftcod to 
teft are shifting and that a new philosophy, 
a new conspedtus, a new appraisal of 
thos^ phenomena is essential and therefore 
we come back ! o these dating speculations 
which have characterised the ancient 
sages of the world. 

THE BASIS OF OTHER FAITHS. 

Let me take you through some of the 
great religions of the world Amidst many 


differences you see the assertion of the 
supremacy of mind over matter and the 
phenomena of matter. Take Christianity 
which is a simple faith in a certain sense, 
its creed iestmg upon belief in the help 
and succour of a particularly evolved soul, 
Jesus Christ. We know that on the basis 
of the direct simple faith of the Teacher— 
the great Christian mystics and various 
thinkers who lived from the 3rd to the 
llthceiPury built up a superstructure 
which, if carefully examined, is not very 
different from the Vedanta and is to no 
small extent derived from Plotinus and 
Plato who owed a great deal to Egypt 
and India Take Islam. It again depends 
upon one 01 two hypotheses 01 doctrines 
of faith, namely, the universality and the 
oneness of God and the belief in an 
Apostle of God, but on the basis of that 
faith, simple, direct, democratic and 
absolutely close to the hearts and consci- 
ence of the people there has been built 
up the elaborate edifice of Sufism which 
if carefully examined in the works of 
Jalaluddin Rumi and Omar Khayyam 
will be discovered to be not very different 
from the Vedanta. Our faith, if you read 
our Vedanta literally, is also a faith which 
recognises certain great Powers, certain 
specific divinities, attributes or emanations 
of the divine, Bhakti, worship, love, 
reverence— these things lead to salvation. 
That is a simple faith, but as human 
problems became more and more compli- 
cated and people began to delve deeper 
and deeper be'ow the surface, they found 
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that a more comprehensive synthesis was 
necessary and great apostles have come 
amongst us to perform that task. One of 
them was Sankara. I should not be 
accused of being irrelevant or comparing 
and contrasting the greatness and qualities 
of different Apostles in a spirit of lauda- 
tion or disparagement. Nevertheless, 
Sankara presents to my mind a unique 
combination and the union in the same 
person of two qualities generally found 
separated. There are some who ascend 
to the heights of physical discipline and 
intellectual analysis ; there are some who 
take a difficult path and attain the high 
peaks where m the rarified air of abstract 
thought they commune with the Infinite. 
Others ascend the summits by boundless 
love and compassion and faith. Tukaram, 
Kabir, Ramdoss, were examples of pet * 
sons whose affection, intense longing and 
personal devotion to some ideal of theirs 
as in the case of St Francis led them to 
dedicate their lives and everything that 
they cherished to their particular ideal or 
Ishta Devata That is the difference 
between what is called Gnana and Bhak* 
ti. It is not given to everybody to unite 
those qualities in the same existence or 
body. Sankara was able to do that. He 
was one of the rare examples of the union 
of the abstract and the concrete 

When you think of Sankara with 
what do we mainly associate him? We 
associate him with the great Bhashyas on 
the Brahma Sutras and Upanishads and 
Bhagavad Gita and various other com* 


mentaries which all contain the mo£ 
ab^tiadt analyse, the mo$ meticulous and 
microscopic examination of the pheno- 
mena of matter and spirit and evil and good 
and duality and oneness, with a power 
of analysis and introspection with the 
utilisation of dry and passionless thought. 
And yet the same person was responsible 
for the Dakshinamurti Stotra, the 
Saundarya Lahari, the Ananda Lahati 
and the other clinging fervid passionate 
Stotras and for all those manifestations of 
the Divine in language as impassioned 
as lyric, as full of rapture and peisonal 
devotion as the outpourings of the mys- 
tics of the Christian and Muhammadan 
religion, and of our great men like 
Tukaram, Kabir and those wandering 
generations of singers who even today 
are one of the glories and accompani- 
ments of Northern India life. 

SANKARA’S GREAT CONTRIBUTION, 

That by itself is a miracle; but there 
is another aspect which is not always 
realised and recognised even by people 
who know the life of Sankara, Sankaia 
is reported to have passed away when he 
was about 32, We in this scientific age 
with aeroplanes, motor cars and all con- 
veniences find it very difficult to undertake 
a journey from Madras to Kashmir, but 
several centuries ago, the great sage San- 
kara Parted on an expedition when he was 
1 6 to 20 according to tradition, went to 
Badnnath and founded one of his monas- 
teries there, to Srinagar where he worship- 
ped at the shrine and left his Chakra, to 
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Dwaraka on the borders of Kathiawar 
where he founded another monastery, to 
Pun in Jagannath where also he funded 
a Mutt and another amongst those 
forest trads m Mysore which then wa» 
the Rishyasrmga Asrama, the present 
Snngeri He then came to Kanchi and 
various othei places, Not only did he do 
all that, but throughout his journey he 
controverted, disputed, he triumphed and 
he earned his particular gospel with him. 
Yet with all this tireless work he was able 
to find time to write some of the most 
exquisite poems in the Sanskrit language, 
exquisite alike in diction, in images and 
in outlook, was able to produce some of 
the mo& wonderful and subtle analyses 
of the manifestations of the human mind 
and mental processes. In addition, he was 
able to bring into aduality the Advaita 
doctrine which is one of the greatest 
solutions of the problems of human life. 
Whether that dodrine is held by others 
or not, there is no doubt that the intellec- 
tual and spiritual achievement of Lord 
Sankara has made a deep impression on 
the history of world’thought. It has made 
an impress on many religions and cults 
which has not been openly acknowledged. 

HINDUISM— A GOLDEN UMBRELLA 

Hinduism, as so many people have said 
in terms of criticism, and as 1 repeat in 
terms of justification and praise, is a great 
golden umbrella which shelters many 
forms of thought, many practices and 
many approaches to the Divine. Under- 
neath that golden umbrella there is space 
for the doubter, the Charvaka, for the 


believei in the dodrine of stein predeter- 
mination of the Buddha. There is space 
for the pun suit of the personal God. 
Thei e is space for that i enunciation of 
everything including personal Godhead 
and the identification of the Supreme 
Self with one’s self which is synonymous 
with the Vedanta That is a great 
and golden umbrella that has^ sheltered 
all forms of thought and speculation 
and it is an umbrella which is still 
standing notwithstanding the fury of the 
elements and those batterings and shatter- 
mgs which have affeded other forms of 
thought. Its stability is in no small sense 
due to the work of Sankara, because it 
was given to him to reconcile all the 
aspeds and in his Bhashyas and in his 
poems what he has sought to do is to give 
explanations which comprehend the 
adualities oi life at the same time that 
they reach above and beyond them to a 
synthesis typified in the four Maha Vakyas 
of the Upanishads identifying the Universe 
with the Self that is both within and 
beyond it and explaining existence and 
death and adion by the theory of Maya. 

THE MAN AS HE WAS. 

We know very little of the great per- 
sonage, but one may try to collect, not 
from any biographical works, but from 
his minor poems and fragments, a kind of 
picture of the man as he was. It is very 
difficult in the case of Hindu savants and 
philosophers to get the real picture because 
neither our great authors nor our great 
artists sought to obtain personal glory or 
immortality of fame. In a certain poem 
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he prays to be released from four kinds 
of Fate

Things that he e -'osfcuLted against, 
the thirfgs -he WouPed to be guarded 
against and which he regard’d as dangers 
to healthy spiritual life weie ( 1 ) the ad of 
being a Purohit — the ad of being the 
outer mtei mediary between the Divine 
and man, a position that too often leads 
to arrogance and obscurant sm and ex- 
ploitation, (2) carnal lust as a darkener of 
the mind; (3) political leadership as the 
headman of the community— a status that 
is too often accompanied by self-seeking 
and corruption and the process of cheap- 
ening oneself by doing everything that is 
necessary to make oneself a leader, as a 
leader has too often to follow, not to lead. 
What a flood of light these verses throw 
upon the psychology of Sankara. Sankara 
was a person who shunned publicity and 
who sought to retreat within himself. We 
hear of Christ going to the wilderness, the 
retirement of the Christian" mystics and 
the withdrawing into a Vana oi to some 
retirement of out great men. All that is 
the result of this particular mode of 
thought 

In another set of verses, speaking of the 
principles of Advaita, Sankara lias stated 
in the Manishct Panchaka that one was 

secure so long as one realised that he was 


Brahman and that the world is Maya* 
kalpita and is the creation of the mmd 
and has no separate existence. Eddington 
the modern scientist, says the same in 
different language and with a diffeient 
emphasis Sankara was, however, infinitely 
tolerant To those wht>.e temperament 
leads them to devotion tc p: dicular divi- 
nities or manifestations, let there be no 
hindi ance or obstruction because out of 
the veiy boundless nature of love wfl! 
come the realisation of something beyond 
that love This was his message and that 
is how I reconcile these abstract theories 
with his hymns. He regards Love and 
Bhakti as a milestone in the path, as steps 
leading to the citadel on high wheiem sits 
enthroned the ultimate truth of Vedanta 
that nothing exists as apart from the great 
entity, call it Brahman or Over-Soul, 
that that Over-soul is yourself and myself 
and that all our conflicts and difficul- 
ties are due to an illusion which makes for 
separateness where no sepaiateness exists. 
The vision that comes both to the Bhakta 
and the Gnani is the vision not of anything 
outside one’s self, but something within 
one’s self, that vision may be obtained 
partly by physical means, because the 
conquest of the body is necessary for the 
conquest of the mind, but after the body 
has been conquered the mind has to be 
canalised and then the spirit is merged in 
the Supreme. Sankara attempted in many 
ways to tread the path which has been 
trodden by several philosophers and pro- 
phets, but his glory is characteristic in that 
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he efiected, m my humble opinion, a 
synthesis, a harmonious adaptation of these 
various ideals and made it possible foi 
people with sepaiate equipments, with 
separate heredities and sepal ale Lfe histo- 
ries to follow their own beni of mind, then 
own philosophy but at the same ume to 
aspire beyond that individual philosophy 


into that supieme ie\ elation in which 
the individual soul meiges into the 
infinite and is not differentiated fiom 
that by interposed obstructions and which, 
however it may be termed, is the one 
thing which exists and which has created 
everything, is immanent m everything and 
is yet transcendental.

THE GOSPEL OF ZOROASTER.

The gospel of zoroaster hy M C. 

Parekh— Published hy Sri Bhagavat- 

Dharma Mission , Rajkot . 

This is an able work on a great theme 
The author has looked at Zeioastrianism 
from a broad human point of view and 
with sympathy and insight. 

The author rejects the theory that India 
was the Aryan home. One reason given 
by him is that the Rig*Veda mentions 
the Ganges but once and does not mention 
the Indus. Biu the famous river hymn 
(R. V, X, 7S) lefers to Sushoma which 
according to Yaska means the Indus and 
mentions also the Saladii (the Sutlej), 
and the Paiushni (the Ravi) and the 
Asikm (the Chenab) and the Vitastha 
(the Jhelum) and the Arjikiya (the Vipas 


i e., the Beas according to Yaska). Nor 
is the author right in taking it as proved 
that the Mol enja Daro civilisation had 
no Aryan character at all. The author’s 
theory that South-east Russia was the 
Aryan home is as unproved as Loka- 
manya Tilak’s theory of the Arctic home 
of the Aryans. It is very likely that India 
was the Aryan home and that Aryan 
colonies went into Europe and went as 
far as the Arctic .egions. The words 
Aiyan and Erin and Eyre have a basic 
affinity. The linguistic resemblances bet- 
ween basic woids in the Indo-European 
family of languages aie more eloquent 
than all the other foims of proof. 

The kinship between the Hindus and 
the Persians was close and vital. The 
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author says : “Both the Persians and the 
Hindus agree in their terms for priest, 
sacrifice, song of praise, God and Lord* 
the sacred plant Homa, and a large 
number of gods and divine beings”. The 
Sanskrit words Nainas, Hotra, Havana 
Stoma, Mantra, Atharvan, Hotar, 
Dharma, correspond to the Zend words 
Nemanh Zaotra, Zavana, Stoama, 
Mathra, Atharvan, Zaotar, Dhama. 
But how does this show tha the Aryans 
came into India from Iran, and not v/ce 
verso? Probably the original home of 
the Hindus and the Iranians was the 
Hapta Hindu. Ya)>a (bailey) was their 
food and they had an intoxicating drink 
Sura made from it. 

It is also not easy to accept the author’s 
view that “the Vedic Rishis were grop- 
ing in darkness, and though they had 
gleams of light, they had not yet got such 
a revelation as was vouchsa j ed, though 
perhaps a little later to their next door 
neighbours the Iranians,” II the Rig 
Veda itself we find the highest abstract 
thought in regard to the Supieme God- 
head, <?$ sfprr i 

In the Iranian scriptures, the Gathas 
consist of about 896 lines consisting of 
5660 words. They are lyrical hymns 
Some Scholars hold that Avesta corres- 
ponds to Upasti . The language of the 
Gathas resembles that of the Rig- Veda. 
Their metre resembles the Tnshtub metre. 
It is said that the Gathas weie composed 
by Zaradushtra (Zoioaster) which is 


said to mean the ancient leader (Jarat i>, 
old+ushtra or uttara best), or keeper 
of yellow camels (Zartha i.e., yellow+ 
ooshtra r.e., camel)* The author gives 
the latter meaning ! Zoraoster calls God 
as Ahura Mazda and describes himself as 
His prophet. He cried out in Yasna 
XL VI : “To What land to turn ? Aye, 
whither turning shall I go ?” The author 
seems to regaid this outcry as due to pei se- 
ction by the Indo-Aryans. 

Zoroaster gave the world a very lofty 
ideal of a Supieme Being, Ahura Mazda, 
who created the universe and was the 
sole source of light and life and wisdom 
and goodness, Ahura Mazda was a 
personal God and His chief attribute was 
Light. In the Iranian religion we do not 
see the specially Hindu doctine of Kaima 
and metempsychosis or of the emanation 
of the universe from God- Zoroaster’s 
view was that Matter was “created by 
God. He said also that theie was to be 
a distnoution of lewards and punishments 
after death according to deeds done in 
the body. In these respects his religion 
was a dualistic religion and influenced 
Judaism, and through the latter it influ- 
enced Christianity and Islam. The Parsees 
had five prayers a day long before 
Islam was born* Dr. Spiegel says, “The 
Hebrews had borrowed ideas from the 
Avesta, foi the acquaintance of that 
people with the Iranian ideas shows itself 
to have begun only since the commence- 
ment of the Achaemenian supremacy.” 
Mr Samuel Johnson says : “Although a 
flood of physical force swept its special 
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nairte and organization out of being, its 
soul passed into Mahammadamsn, Judaism 
and Chriftianuy, to mould these new 
accessions to the same essential purposes ” 

ZoroaSter emphasised Asha (righteous- 
ness) which comprises good thoughts, 
good words and good deeds. (Humata, 
Hukhta and Huvarshta). He taught the 
importance of agi 'culture and the sacred- 
ness of the cow. He drew a sharp 
distinction between Right and Wrong 
and insisted on ethical life. He taught the 
eternal conflict of Ahura Mazda (God) 
and Angra Many a (Evil) and the sure 
success of the former. He taught also 
that the good life in the world was 
superior to asceticism 

Islam swept over Persia and mo& of 
the Iranians were converted to it The 
unconverted and unconquered Iranians 
migrated into India. These Iranian 
Pilgrim Fathers were given a hospitable 
reception in India and form the rich and 
prosperous Parsi community. The author 
says well : “That the Hindus during this 
long period extending over twelve centuries 
never even once violated the religious, 
cultural and social autonomy of the 
Parsees is fully recognised to their gieat 
credit, and the Parsees have always been 
grateful to them foi it and will remain so 
in the future.’ *

literature and especially the Devi worship 
by one who is an adept in both. One of 
the heft known works on this branch of 
knowledge is the Nityotsava by Sri Uma- 
nandanatha. It consists of eleven parts. 
The present work also is divided into 
eleven parts. In his preface the author 
quotes fiom Sivadrishti wherein it is said 
that in the Sri Chakra we mu£t realise the 
going to the Guru in the T3ahirda$ara f 
sraoana in the Antardasara, manana in 
the Vasukona, nididhyasana m the 
Tnkona, and Jeeva Brahma aikya in the 
Bindu. Thus Sri Vidya is but Brahma 
Vidya writ large. The external Chakra 
Puja must lead to the oblation of all vrittis 
m the Brahmic realisation. 

Sn Vidya has three aspects — Mantra, 
Chakra and Puja. The Panchadasakshari 
mantra is as holy as the Gayatri mantra 
and is kept more secret. The author 
regards it as equivalent to the Mahavakya 
Tattvamasi. He claims that if owing 
to obstructions the Mahavakya Upadesa 
does not bring relisation, Sri Vidya mu& 
be resorted tc to secure that end. 

The author then gives us a clear des- 
cription of the 36 world -categories as 
envisaged by the Sakta philosophy. They 
are distributed thus : — 

24 Aima Tattvas viz, f five elements, 
five lanmatras, five Karmendnyas, five 
Jnanendriyas, Manas (m which tamoguna 
predominates), ahankara (in which Rajo* 
guna predominates), Buddhi (in which 
Sattvaguna predominates,) and Prakriti 
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(in which the gunas are in a^ateof equili- 
brium). These form the body. The Puru - 
sha who is in relation to the mind is called 
the Jiva and becomes the karta (doer) 
and the bhokta (enjoyer). The dualism of 
subjedt and objed is due to Maya Seven 
Vidya tattwas — Maya, five Kanchukas 
or sheaths and Purusha, Maya operates 
through the Kanchukas (Kala 5 avidya, 
raga, kala and Niyati) which obscure 
Kriya Sakti, and Jnanasakti and Ichcha 
sakti and Chitsakti and Anandasakti 
respectively), Suddha Vidya removes these 
sheaths. Five Siva Tattwas -—Suddha 
Vidya, Iswara, Sadasiva, Sakti and 
Siva. Of these Suddha vidya removes 
the difference of universe and soul and 
OversouL Iswara Tattwa is cosmic consci- 
ousness. Sadasiva tattwa is infinite blissful 
self-consciousness Sakti is the cieatne 
desire of Siva. Siva is the Absolute 
which is one with Sakti. This analysis 
of the universe has a great advantage over 
the Sarakhya system of categories and 
.even over the ordinal y Vedanta system. 
The Sankhya system is riven by an nre- 
concileable dualism and is unable to use 
to the higher angle Vision wherein there 
is a merger of Subjed and object. In the 
Advaita system there is the positing of 
the umeahty of the universe (though 
Sankara’s system tries lo reconcile the 
claims of realism and unrealism), and there 
is also in the background a feeling of 
contempt and a superiority complex in 
regard to Maya. In the Visishtadwaita 
system there is no conception of the 


Absolute out of relation to the universe 
in its subtle or gross foim. In the Dwaita 
system, there is multiplicity galore and 
Prakriti stands out as a separate principle 
though subordinate and obedient to God- 
head In the Sakta system, the Sakti 
is the punciple of finitisation and mani- 
festation and emerges from Siva and is 
only Ananda in its dynamic form of Love 
(Prema) which seeks to create the universe 
and enable the souls to attain hbeiation, 
It leconciles the One and the Many and 
the phenomenal reality of the universe 
from creation to dissolution interpenetrated 
and sustained by the ever-fiee Absolute 
Reality. The soul m its three sheaths 
caused by Karmika and Mayika and 
Anava Malas is the jiva. The soul 
liberated from them is Siva. 

The aim of spirituality is to reatlain the 
free blissful state of Sacchidananda

This is an excellent little gem of a book. 
It consists of no more than 58 pages 
including the Preface by the author 
Swami Sacchidananda, and a Foreword 
by Srikumar Bannerjee, Senior Professor 
of English, Rajshahi College. As ex- 
plained in the preface, it purports to have 
been written to afford consolation to a 
worthy disciple of his, who was over- 
whelmed with grief at the loss of a 
beloved son aged 14. It is also meant to 
serve “as a LIVE companion to those 
who might be in like situation/* The 
Foreword says it is a closely reasoned 
treatise drawing upon and reconciling both 
Eastern and Weslern systems of philosopy, 
and satisfying the moft rigorous intellectual 
Standards that may be demanded by a 
highly educated man of today. It is 
written in clear and forcible English pn- 
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encumbered with technicalities and carry- 
in gits points home with an irresistible 
clarity of appeal. It furnishes, as clearly 
as the nature of the subjed permits, an 
intelledual basis for spiritual faith, and 
attempts to make that faith firm, assured, 
and above vagrant and self- Stultifying 
moods of doubt, confusion, and despond- 
ency. 

Final analysis into the constitution of 
the Human Life and Consciousness dis- 
closes that Sorrow is no infliction from an 
unknown and malefic agency, diverse from 
Man and superior to Man either in power 
or intelligence or purpose. It is no Stroke 
from the hand of a my&eritus, cynic, 
Fate, irresistible and un-underStandable, 
and therefore uncontrollable. Sorrow is 
but a mood, a passing mood, one mood 
among other moods and springeth from 
man’s connedion with a body, physical 
and mental, which while seemingly out of 
the leach of his conscious control is yet 
demonstrably under his perfed regulation 
and influence, and capable eventually of 
being brought under his absolute mastery, 
if man would but resolutely set about the 
enterprise under the guidance of such 
reliable guides as the Upanishads and the 
Bhagavad-Gita and also a living Guru 
who hath realised, while Still in the body 
(like you and me), full spiritual freedom, 
a constant undimmable serenity of temper 
and a blissful glow of the inner spirit. 

The author propounds a theory of the 
contitution of the cosmos, for which he 


quotes illustrative and corroborative pas- 
sages from modern authors like Sir Oliver 
Lodge and relevant texts from ancient 
authorities like the Prasnopanishad, the 
Gita, and the Grihayamala. Briefly it is 
this. The entire universe is made of 
Prana or a life- principle from which both 
the organs and their correlate objects, 
the Indriyas and their corresponding 
Vishayas , are alike made by a process 
of attractive aggregation, the attractive 
energy being desires and impressions, or 
Kamas and Vasanas , in endless groups 
and combinations, according to the indivi- 
dual history and make-up of the Egos 
that thus strive to gratify their own deep- 
seated instincts and tendencies, and long- 
ings and affiliations. It is on account of 
this basic unity of the material that 
constitutes the multifarious worlds and 
planes of the selves , that these worlds 
and planes foim a cosmos , capable of 
being understood and mastered, and 
eventually of being enjoyed through 
knowledge and love. 

The Selves or Egos are all but One 
in theii essential nature. And that nature 
is Self-effulgence in Knowledge, and 
Freedom and Purity and Bliss. Thus to 
Know is already to have escaped from 
sorrow. But Sadhana or a long course of 
self-discipline is needed, and close 
guidance from a living Guru, and above 
all infinite courage and persistent exercise 
of the intelligence and power of the Self 
to assert itself as against its own Prana* 
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products, its plexuses of feeling and 
thought, and its own matrix of memoiy 
and mental habit. There is no other way 
to the goal Wr I 

At the end of the book a short sedtion 
is given to “A Few Pradical Hints” 
These are 16 in number, and are exceed- 
ingly pradical and valuable. Thmk not 
that Emotions like grief, defeat, loss, 
bafflement, regret, fear, are rained down 
on you like the drops of a hot lava stream 
from a cruel heaven, or from some hellish 
fiendish hand. Rationalize the energies 
of your life. Sublimate your own feelings. 
And then this will lead the way to 
recognising The Truth , namely, that 
Reason and Joy (Jnanam and Anandam)

Siehivottanu Sir C. P. RAMASWAMI AIYAR, 

Sachivottama Sir C. P, Ramaswami 
Aiyar visited the Sri Sankara Gurukulam 
on the llthFeburary 1940 in response 
to an invitation from the founder of the 
Gurukulam. He came here at 2 p M 
and was welcomed by the Founder who 
took him round and explained to him the 
significance of the design of the temple 
and the symbology of the various Images 
found therein.

TRIP TO MALNAD. 

Ever since the founding of this Institu- 
tion in 1933, the Founder was eagerly 
looking forward to the starting of the 
Gurukulam Patasala which he had kept 
as his goal. For this purpose he was on 
the look out for an erudite scholarly 
Sannyasin to be in charge of the Vedanta 
classes imparting instrudion in the Bhash* 
yas and the Piakaranas in right orthodox 
style. Such a personage he found in Sri 
Sacchidanauda Tirtha Swami whom he 


was acquainted with even from hk 
brahmacharyam days when he was study-* 
ing the Bhashyas at the feet of His Holi- 
ness Sri Chandrasekhara Bharati Swamigal 
of Srmgeri, Having persuaded the 
Swamiji to come and stay here and serve 
the Lord by imparting the knowledge of 
Brahman to the aspirants here, the 
Founder went in February last to the 
Malnad Distridt of the Mysore State to 
fetch the Swamiji who was staying ad 
Sakatapuram alias Bhandigadi. While 
there he was introduced by Sri Sachi- 
dananda Tirtha Swamiji to the Matha* 
dhipatis of Hariharapur, Sakatapuram 
and Mulubagal to all of whom he paid 
his respedts and obtained from them 
Siimukhams blessing this Institution with 
all success. All these Srimukhams will 
be published in the next issue. The 
Sakatapuram Mutt Swamiji offered to 
follow Sri Sacchidananda Tirtha Swamiji 
to Srirangam for studying the Bhashyas, 
Accordingly the Founder took both the 
Swamis with him to Srmgeri.
